Claims 1, 3, 5-15, 18-27, 29 and 31-37 remain in 
this application. Claims 2, 4, 16, 17, 28 and 30 have been 
previously cancelled. No claims have been amended in this 
Response to Office Action. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the detailed study 
of the application and notes the rejection of all claims as 
anticipated under 35 U.S.C. §102 (e) over U.S. Patent 
Publication No. 2004/0152449 to Koshihara.
